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Updates to Ellsworth’s 
Aging Water System 
Considered 


By Tina Sundelius 


ELLSWORTH— Plans 
for updates and improve- 
ments to Ellsworth’s out- 
dated water system were 
discussed and the vacant 
seat on Village Council was 
filled by appointment at 
the December 10 meeting. 

Tim Roach, a represen- 
tative of Gosling Czubak, 
an engineering consulting 
firm located in Traverse 
City hired by the Village to 
gather data and cost esti- 
mates for an update of the 
village water system 
started this month’s Vil- 
lage Council meeting on 
the hopeful note of afford- 
able improvements. “Be- 
cause the interest rate is so 
much lower there’s a good 
chance of doing a lot of 
work without raising the 
payment much,” he said. 
The Village hopes to re- 
place 40 waterlines along 
Park St, Forest Hill Drive, 
High Street and Circle 
Drive; replace all residen- 
tial water meters with me- 
ters that emit high 
frequency signals that will 
allow village workers to 
gather information with- 
out entering home through 
the use of a hand held re- 
ceiver; looping water lines 
on the east end of town by 
connecting lines on Hill- 
man Hills and those head- 
ing toward East Jordan; 
technological improve- 
ments to two of the village 
wells, and resurfacing 
roads that will be disturbed 
by the work. The village is 
presently paying $28,000 
annually on the loan it in- 
curred in 1985, the last 
time the village did any 
water system improve- 
ments, at 6.625% interest.

planned for Douglas 
Street included a 36 inch 
storm sewer installed 
from Division Street to 
Lincoln Street, the instal- 
lation or replacement of 
water and sanitary sewer 
mains and services, and 
the installation of an as- 
phalt roadway witha 
concrete curb and gutter 
with a total cost of 
$286,900. After a public 
meeting where every res- 
ident on the street except 
one attended, some addi- 
tions were requested by 
residents. Four options 
have been considered but 
City Commission ap- 
proved an amendment to 
the engineering contract 
for design engineering to 
include adding a side- 
walk to the west side of 
the street and closing off 
the block of Douglas 
Street from Cedar Street 
to Pleasant Street to 


allow for a larger park 
area and possibly a 
storm water treatment 
system of some sort. 
Each option would add 
another $31,150 to the 
total cost of the project. 

A grant from the 
Northwestern Michigan 
Council of Governments 
was awarded to the 
Mainstreet Committee in 
the amount of $1,500 to 
help pay for the addition 
of eight ‘art’ bike racks.

The racks “tie in 
themes that would work 
as bike racks and show 
off different things hap- 
pening around town,” 
said City Manager, 
Michael Cain.

RIGHT TO WORK 


Sundown on the Union, 
Bob Dylan sang, “sure 
was a good idea till greed 
got in the way”, pretty 
much sums it up. But 
what is not apparent is 
the ramification of anti- 
unionism, namely lower 
wages. Right to work — 
for less is what we get. 

Granted, the union 
asked for too much and 
employers couldn’t keep 
up. Union abuses became 
ridiculous and surreal. 
People couldn’t be fired 
for any insubordination 
no matter how outra- 
geous. Time and a half, 
double time, vacations, 
sick days, holidays, bene- 
fits, retirement, child 
care allowances, birth 
time off, a cornucopia of 
amenities worked alright 
when times were high. 
As the economy took a 
nosedive though the 
workforce, already accus- 
tomed to the middle class 
lifestyle, had to break 
stride and accept less and 
lesser. 

And everybody knows 
about Jimmy Hoffa and 
organized crime so 
there’s that stigma too. 
But the union was once 
the cause for the worker 
to unite in solidarity 
against unfair working 
conditions, low wages, 
long hours, six days at 
twelve hours oftentimes, 
child labor even in ado- 
lescent age, lower wages 
for women for equal 
work, still lower for black 
workers, horrible envi- 
ronments causing ir- 
reparable diseases; the 
stories are legion. 

But the union saved 
the day. That day is 
done. Oh, cops and fire- 
fighters still enjoy the 
fruits thereof for the 
most part, they somehow 
retaining the respect of 
the conservative classes. 
Prison workers and other 
administration bureau- 
crats continue with 
union status for the in- 
terim but tenuously. A 
state such as Michigan 
which just passed Right 
To Work legislation to be 
signed by the new Gover- 
nor, hadn’t a chance oth- 
erwise anyway since the 
auto industry backbone 
broke and its ownership 
negotiated for lower 
wages on a tier system 
for new hires on the same 
line as older workers 
making considerably 
more. The workforce was 
trimmed down accord- 
ingly and the implication 
of a decimated eviscer- 
ated middle class seems 
to be proving true. The 
union, it is fair to say, 
created the middle class. 


The Industrial Revolu- 
tion, though improving 
life for much of the 
world, did nothing more 
for the working class 
than the sweat shops do 
now, subsistence wages 
in grueling workplaces. 
It took unionization to 
break that syndrome. 
The supposed benefit 

of Right To Work passage 
is that a worker is not 
mandated to join the 
union that exists ina 
company yet gets the ad- 
vantages thereof without 
paying for them, which is 
what the union calls 
“free riders”. In non- 
Right To Work states the 
contracts usually call for 
a company to fire any 
worker who refuses to 
pay union dues, so there 
was some unfair hege- 
mony inherent in union 
contracts. What sounds 
good is in actuality not so 
good because it means 
lower wages even if sus- 
taining jobs that are oth- 
erwise nonexistent. 
There’s the rub. 

Downsizing, in any 
case, is part of life now 
and thus the “take it or 
leave it” attitude which is 
basically what Right To 
Work is saying without 
spelling it out. But that’s 
the reality of the circum- 
stance and propping for- 
mer good times up 
artificially can’t work for 
long. Sure, company 
owners and CEOs still 
make their humongous 
salaries and bonuses in 
flagrant disrespect of the 
downsized workers; that 
part of industrialization 
is still with us. The 
union didn’t do much to 
alleviate that even as in- 
come tax rates for the 
wealthy plummeted since 
the 50s and 60s when 
rates hovered at 91%, 
now 35%. Those are the 
1% that command one- 
third of the country’s 
wealth. That’s what the 
vaunted “fiscal cliff” is 
all about, trying to sus- 
tain the bush tax cuts. 
Non-union company own- 
ers are cutting workers’ 
pay utilizing this slogan 
so we may know that this 
is the actual result of the 
legislation spilling out 
across the spectrum of 
jobs. It’s not even in the 
fine print, just imposed 
in that unwritten vocabu- 
lary we all know so well. 
Though trends come and 
go, the union is now beat- 
ing on a dead horse. The 
writing, as they say, is on 
the wall.

With interest rates presently be- 
tween 2.125-2.625% the village can 
borrow the funds to improve and up- 
date the system, roll the loans to- 
gether and only increase the annual 
total payment to roughly $42,000. 
The estimated total cost of the proj- 
ect is 1.4 million dollars and a pro- 
posed increase of between 
$5.40-$7.00 would be reflected on 
each of the 230 water bills distrib- 
uted monthly by the village. “We 
haven’t raised our user fee since 85 
when the system went in,” said 
Hellen Allen, Village Clerk. There 
will be multiple informative public 
meetings to discuss the improve- 
ments as the planning process pro- 
gresses. 

Vollmer has served on the 
Ellsworth Village Council for six 
years but when his second term was 
up this last November he was hav- 
ing some health issues which 
prompted him not to run again. “I 
was just hoping we’d get some youth 
involved in the council,” he said. 
Unfortunately, this past election left 
two seats on the council open and 
only one new resident was willing 
or able to run for the positions. 
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Tim Roach, a representative of Gosling Czubak, an engineering consulting firm 
located in Traverse City brought estimates to the Ellsworth village Council for 
water system updates the village hopes to begin in 2013. 


Carla Kamerer filled Erin Nickel’s 
seat but Vollmer’s has been vacant 
since the election. “They asked if I 
would reconsider, I have lived here 
for over 40 years and I feel like I owe 
the village, after I talked to my wife, 
Tagreed to come back” said Vollmer.

Five Steps to Extend the Life of 
Your Holiday Irees and Plants

The holidays can be a wonder- 
ful, yet stressful time. Reduce 
stress and enhance your fami- 
lies’ enjoyment this season by in- 
creasing the benefits of holiday 
décor and gifts and by taking a 
few shortcuts to properly care 
for holiday trees and plants. 

1. Keep your Christmas tree 
looking its best by keeping the 
tree stand filled with water. 
Make this a daily chore for some- 
one trying to stay on Santa’s nice 
list. 

Don’t worry if good help is 
hard to find. Purchase or make 
your own self-watering device. 
Use a decorative tin or plastic 
bucket set in a box and wrapped 
to hide its presence. Fill it with 
water and run a piece of plastic 
tubing from the bucket to the 
tree stand. Weight each end of 
the tubing, so it stays at the bot- 
tom of the reservoir. Test before 
leaving town to make sure it is in 
working order. 

2. Add some holiday plants 
this year. Many studies have 
shown that indoor plants can 
boost mood levels, reduce fatigue 
and even lower stress. 

Plus, it’s easy to extend the life 
of your holiday plants. Place 
them in a cool bright location 
away from drafts of hot or cold 
air. Water thoroughly and often 
enough to keep the soil moist. 
Pour off any excess water that 
collects in the saucer, basket or 
foil wrap to prevent root rot. 

Save time and improve your 
plants growing conditions by 
placing pebbles in the base of 
the saucer or foil to elevate the 
plants above the excess water. 
As the water evaporates, it in- 
creases the humidity around the 
plants. Or purchase one of the 
saucer inserts, like rubber grids, 
that work the same way.

Colorful stems, 
white painted allium seed heads 
and wooden stars can add beauty 
throughout the holidays and 
much of the year.

Luminaries 
can be used to light the entrance 
to your home or the path to your 
outdoor living space during 
warmer months.

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Great Lakes Energy returns over 
$3.8 million to members 


Many Great Lakes Energy 
members will see a credit ap- 
plied to their December electric 
bill that is part of a more than 
$3.8 million capital credit refund 
program. Others will see the re- 
fund on their January bill. 

The over $3.8 million includes 
$1 million that the electric coop- 
erative’s members earned from 
electricity purchases made in 
2011 and the balance is capital 
credit earnings from 1987. 

A residential member whose 
electricity payments averaged 
about $96 per month in 2011 can 
expect an over $7 billing credit. 
The credit will be larger if the 
member also purchased electric- 
ity from the electric co-op in 
1987. Those entitled to an over 
$1,000 refund will receive a 
check. 

Great Lakes Energy con- 
sumers are entitled to a share of 


any margins or profits earned 
by their member-owned busi- 
ness. When its financial position 
permits, the margins are re- 
tired, or paid back, to members 
as capital credit refunds. 

Great Lakes Energy has re- 
tired capital credits each year 
since 2003. In that time, a total 
of $29 million was returned to 
members. 

“Everyone who serves you at 
Great Lakes Energy has a role in 
ensuring that your cooperative 
remains a strong, well-run busi- 
ness,” explains President/CEO 
Steve Boeckman. “It’s their 
hard work that made the annual 
return of capital credits over the 
last 10 years possible.” Great 
Lakes Energy serves more than 
125,000 member-consumers in 26 
counties in western and north- 
ern Michigan.

The number of signatures 
needed to recall an elected offi- 
cial is based on a percentage of 
voters who turned out to vote 
for the official at the election 
they were voted in. Since that 
election was not on a presiden- 
tial year not many voters went 
to the polls and that means that 
it will take very few signatures 
to remove the councilmen from 


their positions. 

Picha and Kusina’s terms 
expire in August, 3013 while 
Councilman Vollmer’s term ex- 
pires in November 2013, he has 
stated that he does not intend 
to run for reelection and he be- 
lieves that this action is a re- 
sult of the fireplace gift the 
council accepted. “The project 
is halted, I don’t know what 
they’re looking for, I don’t see 
this as an answer to their oppo- 
sition to the fireplace,” he said. 

A triple recall will cost the 
city approximately $3,500 plus 
a special election must be held 
to fill the empty seats on the 
council which would double 
that cost to the city.

Don't Fall Victim to 
Influenza This Year 


Older adults are an important part of 
the Charlevoix County community, and 
making sure they stay healthy this and 
every flu season is a top priority for the 
Charlevoix County Commission on 
Aging. Influenza is a serious and poten- 
tially life threatening disease that can 
cause severe complications, and the best 
way to help protect against it is through 
annual vaccination. 

No matter how healthy or youthful we 
feel, as we age, our immune system 
weakens, leaving people 65 and older 
more vulnerable to influenza. In fact, 
each year in the United States, about 
nine out of 10 flu-related deaths and 
roughly six out of 10 flu-related hospital 
stays occur in people over the age of 65, 
making influenza vaccination for this 
population especially crucial. 

That is why the Charlevoix County 
Commission on Aging has joined the 
Na-tional Council on Aging’s Flu + You 
campaign to help educate adults 65 and 
older about the seriousness of the flu 
and the importance of vaccination. 

The good news is adults over the age 
of 65 have two vaccine options avail- 
able to help protect against influenza — 
the traditional flu shot, as well as a 
higher dose flu shot designed specifi- 
cally for this age group to address the 
age-related decline of the immune sys- 
tem. The higher dose flu shot prompts 
the body’s immune system to produce 
more antibodies against the flu virus. 
Antibodies are the soldiers of the im- 
mune system that help protect against 
infection when exposed to the virus. 

Both vaccine options are covered by 
Medicare Part B with no copay. 

Talk to your health care provider 
about the dangers of the flu, the bene- 
fits of vaccination and the best in- 
fluenza vaccination option to meet the 
needs of your age group, and visit 
www.NCOA.org/Flu for more informa- 
tion.
